and  Chinese  theatres,  stating  that  in 
Japan  there  are  three  types  of  plays, 
the  No  plays  which  are  very  formal; 
the  ancient  classical  plays;  and  the 
more  modern  type  of  play. 

Women  do  not  take  part  in  the 
classical  plays  of  the  Orient. 

In  'China  the  same  tyoes  are  found 
with  thfc  exception  of  the  No  plays. 
“The  Chinese  people  have  an  uncon- 
trollable passion  for  the  drama,”  he 
stated.  American  movies  are  found 
to  be  very  popular  almost  everywhere.

Dr.  John'  A.  Widtsoe  delivered  the 
address  in  the  regular  devotional  ex- 
ercises Wednesday  morning,  Novem- 
ber 2.  Hfe  text  was,  “What  is  Tfuth?,” 
In  regard  to  the  Brigham  Young 
University  he  stated,  “The  purpose  of 
this  institution  is  to  learn  the  truth. 
He  that  seeks  the  truth  is  enlarged 
and  -strengthened.” 

“This  is  the  truth  pbssessing  age 
of  all  history.  Prior  to  this  time  we 
couldn’t  uSe  truth,  but  today  it  is  dur. 
servant.  Today  is  the  age  of  science 
because  all  knowledge  has  been 
brought  together  to,  be  used.” 

“Science  consists  of  two  things— 
facts  and  inferences.  Many  people

Since  the  last  student  body  council  the 
members  of  the  council  have  been  wondering 
whether  or  not  they  have  any  power,  or  if  they 
are  merely  a body  which  the  “powers  that  be” 
permit  the  students  to  elect  to  kid  themselves 
into  the  belief  that  they  have  a little  say  in 
things. 

This  thought  was  brought  to  the  surface 
and  much  to  the  chagrin  of  the  council  when 
an  objection  was  raised  to  the  way  the  budget 
for  the  year  had  been  distributed.  The  ques- 
tion was  asked  concerning  what  procedure 
must  be  taken  if  the  council  did  not  accept 
the  budget  as  handed  to  them  by  the  budget 
committee,  and  the  answer  came  that  if  the 
council  did  not  like  it  that  matters  were  not 
helped  in  the  least  and  that  the  budget  would 
go  on  record  just  the  same. 

The  same  answer  came  when  the  ques^ 
tion  was  brought  concerning  the  right  of  the 
Arts  Course  to  take  unequivocally  a fifteen 
per  cent  toll  from  the  student  body  funds. 

Several  other  questions  were  mentioned 
and  in  the  light  of  -discussions  in  the  past  and 
answers  given  by  the  “powers  above”,  it  was 
decided  that  the  council  ultimately  had  noth- 
ing in  its  control  but  the  power  of  suggestion.  , 

True,  that  with  respect  to  some  functions 
the  council  does  make  decisions  and  governs 
many  things,  but  if  these  did  not  meet  with 
the  approval  of  the  “powers  above”-  th^y 
could  be  altered  at  will. 

It  is  really  quite  hu'miliating  to  be  of  a 
college  standing  as  students  and  yet  have  no 
ultimate  powers.  \

WE' DON’T  THINK  IT’S  FAIR  YET 


The  justice  of  the  Art  Course  proposition 
has  seen  some  rather  hot  controversy  during 
the  last  week  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  . 
nearly  the  whole  student  body  it  is  wrong. 
A question  of  relative  values  seems  to  be  the 
only  point  for  argument. 

Whether  students  get  more  culture  out 
of  a first  class  debating  schedule,  an  up-to- 
date  newspaper,  or  a'n  artistic  year  book  than 
they  do  out  of  one  number  on  the  arts  course 
which  takes  away  enough  money  to  put  them 
all  on  their  feet,  is  a question  which  the  stu- 
dents seem  to  decide  readily. 

Then  again,  this  money  which  is  taken 
from  student  funds  without  the  students 
having  any  right  to  question,  goes  to  pay  peo- 
ple who  play  in  a hall  which  will  seat  about 
seven  hundred.  Townspeople  are  admitted 
and  can  claim  seats  with  the  same  preference 
as  students.  There  are  more  than  eleven  hun- 
dred students,  and  if  only  half  of  them  want- 
ed to  go  to  claim  ..the  privilege  they  have  paid  . 
for  with  their  student  fee  they  would  be  denied 
the  right  because  others  could  come  in  ahead 
and  take  it. 

Though  it  may  be  constitutional,  tradi-* 
tiortal  cr  what  not,  surely  if  the  situation  is 
unfair  there  is  a means  to  right  it  and  give 
the  activities  within  the  school  a square  deal.

“From  -now  on  the  news  writing 
is  to  be  conducted  on  a systematic 
basis,  whereby  we  can  check  accur- 
ataely  on  the  work,  done'  by  each  of 
the  reporters,”  Star  Nelson  told  the 
staff  members  at  “The  Y News”  staff, 
meeting,  which  was  held  Tuesday 
afternoon  at  4:30  in  Jloom  285-E. 

A system  has  been  worked  out  by 
the  editor,  which  provides  that  the 
articles  of  each  reporter  be  number- 
ed, and  in  at  a certain  time.  The 
number  of  the  issue,  the1  number  oi 
the  article,  and  the  date  due  will  ac- 
company each  of  the  white-ups, 
which  are  to  be  dropped  into  the 
boxes  provided  for  that  purpose. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Articles  of 
each  reporter  will  be  clipped  and 
filed,  so  that  there  will  be  a record 
kept  of  .the  actual  work  done  by  each 
individual. 

If  a member  fails  ^wice  to  get  an 
article  in  on  time  he  will  be  auto- 
matically dropped  from  the  staff,  and 
an  alternate  placed  in  his  position. 
Failure  to  attend  staff  meeting  -and 
not  paying  the  fine  of  twenty-five  cents 
also  means  the  loss  of  a reporter’s 
position  on  the  staff. 

By  this  system,  the  editor  feels 
that  the  responsibility  of  the  paper 
will  be  evenly  distributed  among  the 
various  staff  members,  and  there  will 
be  no  room  for  shirkers.
